EDMONTON SHOULD TAKE 
THE LEAD 


Information has been given out in Cal- 
gary that 500 men are to be set to work 
almost immediately at each end of the 
projected Park highway, that is to be con- 
structed from Banff to Jasper. 

Men for work on the northern end of 
the new road will presumably be recruited 
in Edmonton and other points in this part 
of the province. That will be a welcome 
measure in relief of the unemployment 
situation in this vicinity. But as matters 
stand that is all that Edmonton and the 
Edmonton district will get out of the un- 
dertal m 

Edmonton is shut off from Jasper by 
hundred miles or so of roadway that is 
passable in fine weather to drivers who 
can keep on the old railway grade and 
navigate the unprotected trestles over the 
foothill streams, but which in any other 
nd of weather is not even a _ road, still 
less a motor highway. 

For years the Provincial Government 
has been slowly exiending the Jasper 
highway westward toward the great Do- 
minion Park. Progress has necessarily 
been slow, because other and more thickly 
settled parts of the province had claims 
to consideration which could not be ig- 


nored. A point has been now reached 

where the chief object in extending the 

highway must be to open a road to the 

Park, rather than to accommodate local 
ttle ent 


The first duty of the Province in build- 
ng roads is to build them where they are 
required to enable settlers to get to thei 
ket centres and to facilitate the carry- 
ing on of general business. The demands 
for road-construction in other sections of 
the prévince for th primary purpost 
could not be set aside in order that provin 
cial money might be spent in large amount 
in the completion of a highway to enable 
motor tourists to reach the National Park. 

There is the additional difficulty that 
the Province and the National Railways 
have been unable to reach ‘an agreement 
that would permit of the abandoned C. N 
R. grade being used for highway purposes 
The railway, not unnaturally, foresees 
that some time the grade may be re- 
quired for its own purposes. The Pro- 
vince, not unnaturally, hesitates to under- 
take the far heavier cost of building an 
entirely new highway separate from th¢ 
existing grade. 

In this situation the construction of a 
motor road from Banff to Jasper means 
nothing to Edmonton, and to central Al- 
berta, other than the employment that will 
be given to men engaged in the peneernee 
tion work. Unless the gap in the Jasper 
Trail is bridged, the motor tourist traffic 
of the continent may roll through Calgary 
and Banff to Jasper, and on “down the 
Kamloops Highway to the Trans-Canada 
and the Coast; Edmonton and central Al- 
berta will see none of it, and get no bene- 
fit from it by way of return on the money 
the people of this section of the province 
have spent on the Jasper Trail and the

With- 
out the completion of the highway, Ed- 
n ont yn will be side-tracked until such 
time as the Provincial Government can 
pt the money to finish the road 

Edmonton has a perfectly valid claim 
that Dominion assistance should be given 
to the Province in completing the Jasper 
rail, and in making a start on the under- 
taking at once, The people in all parts of 
central and northern Alberta have a pro 
portionate and equally real interest in 
pressing for this assistance to the project 
It is for Edmonton to take the lead, and to 
invite the support of representative orga 

zations and public representatives in 
these sections of the province 

But unless Edmonton organization 
and Edmonton's representatives bestir 
themselves in the matter, there is abso- 
lutely no present prospect that Dominion 
aid will be forthcoming, in which case the 
Trail may not be completed for years to 
come If Edmonton wants the Jasper 
Trail built without delay and with Domin 

n aid, and the whole mountain highway 
system made accessible to motor traffic 
from and through this city, now is the 
time to Say so and to say it very emphati-

ALBERTA ACTED PROMPTLY 

The Government of British Columbia 
has finally completed its arrangements 
with the Dominion Government for the 
carrying on of relief work projects in that 
province. While the British Columbia 
road-construction program was announced 
a month ago, and the: preparation of 
camps immediately started, work has ap- 
parently been carried on there on the basis 
of a “gentlemen's agreement” that the 
federal treasury would contribute in pro- 
portion in keeping with the assistance 
given to other provinc 

The Government of Alberta completed 
its agreement with the Dominion, and the 
contract was signed, two weeks ago. The 
province has also loaned to the Dominion 
Government brush camp equipment for 
thousand men, which is being used at Jas- 
per and at Banff in the construction of the 
north and south highway through the 
mountain park. 

In comparison with British Columbia, 
and some of the other provinces, Alberta 
shows up well in the promptness with 
which an agreement was arranged, as in 
the Joan of equipment to the Dominion 
Government with which to carry on its de- 
velopment work in the national park. The 
difference may be due to the Government 
of Alberta having known more definitely 
what it wanted, or showing less inclination 
to hold out for more than the Dominion 
was willing to give off-hand
